The 2021-2022 school 
year began this week at 
Elba City Schools. Teachers 
returned Monday, Aug. 2, 
and students return today 
[Thursday], Aug. 5, and like 
it or not, COVID continues 
to be an issue to be consid- 
ered for schools. 

Elba City Schools super- 
intendent delivered a mes- 
sage to the parents and stu- 
dents of Elba City Schools 
regarding COVID decisions 
to consider for the start of 
the school year. 

“It’s that time of year,” 
Moseley said Monday 
morning. “We’ve got all the 
teachers back on campus, 
and we look forward to see- 
ing the students back on 

sday.” 

With the start of the 
school year, the superinten- 
dent said school officials 
are aware that COVID cases 
have started going back up 
again and are high again. 
He said new strains of the 

—virus, especially the Delta 
strain, are causing an uptick 
in cases it seems. 

_ “At this time, Elba City 
Schools will not require 

_ masks, but We are going to 
highly recommend them,” 
Moseley said. “As we study 
the numbers, if we need to 
change this for any reason, 
we will do that...but, for 
now, masks will be optional 
at Elba City Schools.” 

Last school year, he said 
students wore a mask and 
could still get quarantined. 
That might not be the case 


this year, though. 

“There are some decisions 
our parents and students 
need to make as we move 
forward,” Moseley said. 
“Tt’s a personal choice.” 

He said wearing a mask 
[properly] this school 
year, along with maintain- 
ing proper social distanc- 
ing could prevent a student 
from being sent home for 
quarantine due to a close 
contact of someone that 
tests positive for COVID. 
Not wearing a mask would 
still send a student home for 
quarantine if he/she was in 
close contact with another 
that tests positive. 

“This is why I am going 
to highly recommend wear- 
ing a mask,” Moseley said. 
“The real gist of it is...if

The New Brockton Town 
Council met Monday night, 
Aug. 2, for the monthly 
meeting, and several of the 
items on the agenda were 
tabled for further discus- 
sions at the next work ses- 
sion for the council, which 
is scheduled for Monday, 
Aug. 16, at 6 p.m. 

The council did approve a 
motion to not use Wifi ser- 


vices with Wavefly. After, 
approving that motion, 
Mayor Kathy Holley said 
a Wifi contract with Troy 
Cable to include public Wifi 
at the town park would be 
$1,559.40 per year [$129.95 
per month]. 

“I haven’t really found 
justification for it at the 
park since most everyone 
has Wifi on their mobile 
phones,” the mayor said.

“I just know what other 
towns experienced when 
they did it, and then they 
discontinued it,” Holley 
said. 

The council approved a 
motion to table this matter 
for further discussion at the 
upcoming work session and 
to allow more time to look 
for an alternative solution.

The federal home rent moratorium has ended, or will end 
very soon, for most folks. Much of the money the feds sent 
out to give relief to renters and landlords is still sitting in 
some state bank account awaiting distribution.

We beg the Alabama Highway Department to look at this 
situation and figure out something that will relieve the 
congestions and more importantly neutralize the danger 
of even more wrecks at 84 and 141! Engineers predict this 
detour will last for over a year.

quarantine due to a close contact, have 


them wear a mask. 


Moseley said the school obviously can- 
not eliminate the virus, but school officials 
can do things to try and eliminate as much 
quarantine as possible...thus the recom- 
mendation to wear masks and to have 


them worn properly. 


“The best option is wearing a mask,” 
Moseley said. “I have two children in the 
school system, and my two children will 


be wearing a mask.” 


Another parental choice the superinten- 
dent said is an option is to be vaccinated. 

“At this time, those 12 and older can 
get the vaccine,” he said. “Any fully vac- 
cinated student/teacher, etc. would not be 
sent home for a close contact.” 

Moseley stressed that getting the vac- 
cine is a personal choice that parents need

New Brockton looking to bounce back 


NEW BROCKTON 
GAMECOCKS 


After a season in which two games were cancelled due 
to Covid, numerous other games were affected by the 
quarantines of handfuls of players, and the fact they played 
no home games due to a delay in construction at Gamecock 
Stadium, the New Brockton Gamecocks managed to get 
through the 2020 high school football season and are 
hoping that the 2021 season will bring with a sense of 
normalcy and a return to their winning ways of the past. 

New Brockton struggled to a 1-7 record a year ago and 
missed the playoffs for the first time since 2013, as the 
Gamecocks averaged 18 points a game and allowed 38.6 
point a game. The Gamecocks will be in their 48th season on 
the gridiron and own a 262-231 all-time record, including a 
147-95 record at home and an 11-20 playoff record. 

Head coach Zack Holmes will be in his third year at 
the helm in New Brockton and has a 6-13 record with the 
Gamecocks.

The Bears 
posted a 2-7 record last season, their sixth straight losing 
season, and averaged 19.2 points a game while allowing 
33-7 points a game. Coach Dustin Harrison is in his second 
season at the helm and has a career coaching record of 
16-25 in five seasons. 

GEORGIANA (DNP) 

New Brockton will stay at home for a week #2 matchup 
with the 1A Georgiana Panthers. The Panthers won 44 
games from 2015-2018, but over the last two seasons have 
posted a 9-11 slate with three region losses both years. 
They averaged 19.8 points a game and allowed 30.8 points 
a game a year ago. Coach Berry Bess will be in his first 
year as head coach. 

OPP (L. 43-16) 

New Brockton will remain at home for the third straight 
week when it kicks off region play against the Opp 
Bobcats. The Bobcats are coming off an 8-4 season that 
snapped a streak of three straight losing seasons, and last 
year they averaged 29.9 points a game and allowed 16.1 
points a game. Coach Mike Dubose is back at his alma 
mater and has a high school coaching record of 39-32.

Kinston Bulldogs hope six home games lead to playoff berth 


The Kinston Bulldogs are determined to battle their way 
into the Class 1A playoffs this season and with six home 
games, including key region matchups against Georgiana 
and Red Level, they appear to have a solid chance at 
reserving a place at the post-season party. 

The Bulldogs came out of the gate ready to run last 
season and owned an early 2-2 record before dropping 
the final five games of the season. Kinston averaged 13.3 
points a game and allowed 29.3 points per outing a year 
ago in posting a disappointing 2-7 slate. 

In their 51st year on the gridiron, the Bulldogs have an 
all-time record of 138-348-1, including a 73-152 record at 
home and a 1-13 playoff record. They have posted only 
eight winning seasons in fifty years, with the most wins in 
a season being six. The last winning season was in 2014, 
but the Bulldogs have struggled to a 7-22 record the past 
three seasons. 

Coach Rudy Free will enter his third year as the head 
man at Kinston and has a 5-14 record in his first two 
seasons.

In its 22nd year on the gridiron, Pleasant 
Home has posted four winning seasons and a year ago 
averaged 6.8 points a game and allowed 33.4 points a 
game. Coach Jeremy Silcox will be in his first season as 
head coach. 

SAMSON (L.21-14) 

Kinston will close out its regular season with a road 
trip to Samson for a region battle against the Samson 
Tigers. The Tigers posted a 6-4 record last season, their 
first winning season after four straight 4-win seasons, and 
averaged 18 points a game while allowing 24.3 points a 
game.

ESCC/AAC students soon to 
receive more stimulus funds 


Enterprise State 
Community College and 
Alabama Aviation College 
students will soon receive 
more stimulus funds for 
attending college classes. 

This will be the third dis- 
bursement of federal dol- 
lars to students enrolled in 
classes at ESCC. To date, 
the College has distributed 
$1.2 million dollars to stu- 
dents through the Higher 
Education Emergency Relief 
Fund, part of the Coronavirus 
Aid, Relief and Economic 
Security (CARES) Act that 
was originally signed into 
law on March 27, 2020. 

In addition to disbursing 


--funds to students, previous 


disbursements to the College 
were also used to purchase 
technology to assist faculty, 
staff and students to the total 
transition to online learning 
in 2020, such as laptops for 
the College’s Laptop Loaner 
Program, as well as safety 
equipment for both campus- 
a 

“These CARES funds are 
dollars going back to the 
colleges to benefit students 
in different ways,” ESCC 
President Matt Rodgers said. 
“These funds are there to per- 
sonally help students over- 
come hardships created by 
the pandemic so they aren’t 
having to put their educa- 
tion on hold, and they allow 
us as a college to make our 
campus an environment for 
our students to safely learn 
and train.” 

For the 2021-22 academ- 
ic year, ESCC will receive 
approximately $2.3 million 
in CARES Act grant funds. 
The $2.3 million will be fully 
distributed to eligible ESCC/ 
AAC students. Students 


attending classes during the 
Fall 2021 and Spring 2022 
semesters who qualify under 
the federal program are eligi- 
ble to receive a disbursement. 

The final amount to be 
received by students for 
the 2021-22 academic year 
will not be determined until 
enrollment numbers are final- 
ized each semester. These 
dollars are intended to help 
students with technology, 
course material, health care 
and childcare costs as well as 
other essential college needs. 

Students are urged to 
sign up for direct deposit to 
receive this payment quick- 
er. Students may receive the 
funds by mail or through 
direct deposit. To ensure that 
funds are correctly distribut- 
ed, students are asked to log 
into their MyESCC account 
and verify that all mailing 
and banking information is 
up to date. 4) 

“We are excited to have the 
opportunity to provide addi- 
tional financial support to 
students during this difficult 
time,” Mathis said. “Many 
of our students and their 
families have experienced 
significant financial setbacks 
as a result of the pandemic. 
Our hope is that the stimulus 
grants will enable our stu- 
dents to continue their educa- 
tion at ESCC in the fall.” 

Registration for the fall 
semester is still happening at 
ESCC and AAC. For individ- 
uals interested in attending 
class in the fall who have not 
applied, the College's free 
application can be found at 
escc.edu/apply.

Additional pandemic EBT benefits 
coming soon to eligible families 


Alabama families who 
qualify for Pandemic EBT 
(P-EBT) can expect to see 
additional benefits loaded 
onto their EBT cards within 
the next week. : 

The Alabama Department 
of Human Resources (DHR) 
in June issued P-EBT bene- 
fits to approximately 470,000 
children who missed out on 


free or reduced-price school ° 


meals because of the pandem- 
ic. Those benefits covered 
meals missed from August 
through December 2020. 
Now, eligible children will 
receive benefits for January 
through May 2021. 

The upcoming P-EBT ben- 
efits will be added electroni- 
cally to EBT cards that eligi- 
ble families already received 
in June and July. Recipients 
should keep their cards 
because additional benefits 
may be added in the future. 

Children in pre-K and 
K-12 qualify for P-EBT if 
they lost access to meals from 
the National School Lunch 
Program during the 2020- 
21 school year because their 
schools closed or switched 
to virtual and hybrid learn- 
ing models in response to 
the pandemic. Children who 
returned to in-person learning 
from January through May are 
not eligible for these benefits 
because they were present in 
school to receive their meals 


through the National School 
Lunch Program. Eligibility 
is based on data from the 
Alabama State Department of 
Education (ALSDE). 

DHR oversees the distri- 
bution of P-EBT with assis- 
tance from ALSDE. The U.S. 
Department of Agriculture 
Food and Nutrition Service 
administers the program a the 
federal level. 

Alabama DHR 
Commissioner Nancy 
Buckner said, “When our chil- 
dren grow up and reflect back 
on the challenges of the pan- 
demic, our hope is that they 
won't be burdened by painful 
memories of childhood hun- 
ger. The P-EBT program has 
definitely helped Alabama 
provide children with more 
food throughout this difficult 
period in history.” 

There is no application for 
P-EBT; ALSDE has provided 
DHR with the names of chil- 
dren enrolled in the National 
School Lunch Program, which 
qualifies a child for P-EBT. 

A toll-free customer ser- 
vice hotline (1-800-410- 
5827) is available for ques- 
tions related to P-EBT. 
Support specialists are avail- 
able from 7 a.m. to 6 p.m. 
Monday through Friday. Due 
to a high volume of calls, 
callers are encouraged to 
remain on the line if they 
experience wait times.

Coffee County Schools today announced its policy for free and reduced-price meals for children served in schools under the National 
School Lunch Program and/or School Breakfast Program. Local school officials have adopted the following household size and 
income criteria for determining eligibility: 


Children need healthy meals to learn and Coffee County Schools offer healthy meals every school day. Due to the COVID-19 
Pandemic, all schools in Alabama will be serving breakfast and lunch at no cost to students, as well as After School Snack at the 
schools that participate in an After School Programs. 

During this COVID-19 Pandemic, the PEBT program has allowed children to receive benefits equal to the National School Lunch 
Program reimbursement rate, which is $6.82 per day for each eligible child. Children may continue to access meals from local school 
districts while receiving P-EBT benefits. To gain P-EBT eligibility, households that experienced decreased income may apply for free 
or reduced-price meals at the schools their children attend. Below are some common questions and answers to help you with the 
application process. 

1. WHO CAN GET FREE OR REDUCED PRICE MEALS? 

+ All children in households receiving benefits from Alabama SNAP and Alabama TANF, are eligible for free meals. 

+ Foster children that are under the legal responsibility of a foster care agency or court are eligible for free meals. 

* Children participating in their school's Head Start program are eligible for free meals. 

* Children who meet the definition of homeless, runaway, or migrant are eligible for free meals. 

* Children who are directly certified are eligible to receive free meals. 

+ When known to Coffee County Schools, households will be notified of their children’s eligibility for free meals based on their 
participation (or a household member's participation) in the: o Supplemental Nutrition Assistance Program (SNAP); Food 

Distribution Program on Indian Reservations (FDPIR); or Temporary Assistance for Needy Families (TANF), if the State program 
meets Federal standards. 

+ When known to Coffee County Schools, households will be notified of any child's eligibility for free meals based on the indi 
vidual child's designation as Other Source Categorically Eligible, as defined by law. Children are determined Other Source 
Categorically Eligible if they are: Homeless, Migrant, Runaway, A foster child, or Enrolled in Head Start or an eligible pre-kin 
dergarten program (see: SP 40-2013: Q&As Regarding the Participation of Head Start Programs in Child Nutrition Programs, 
https:/Awww.fns.usda.gov/qas-regarding-participation-head-start- it lial lt 
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2. HOW DO | KNOW IF MY CHILDREN QUALIFY AS HOMELESS, MIGRANT, OR RUNAWAY? Do the members of your household 
lack a permanent address? Are you staying together in a shelter, hotel, or other temporary housing arrangement? Does your family 
telocate on a seasonal basis? Are any children living with you who have chosen to leave their prior family or household? If you believe 
children in your household meet these descriptions and haven't been told your children will get free meals, please call or e-mail your 
child(ren)'s school. 
3. DO | NEED TO FILL OUT AN APPLICATION FOR EACH CHILD? No. Use one Free and Reduced Price School Meals Application 
for all students in your household. We cannot approve an application that is not complete, so be sure to fill out all required information. 
Return the completed application to your child(ren)'s school. 
4. SHOULD | FILL OUT AN APPLICATION IF | RECEIVED ALETTER THIS SCHOOL YEAR SAYING MY CHILDREN ARE ALREADY 
APPROVED FOR FREE MEALS? No, but please read the letter you got carefully and follow the instructions. If any children in your 
household were missing from your eligibility notification, contact your child(ren)'s school immediately. 
5. CAN | APPLY ONLINE? 
Yes! You are encouraged to complete an online application instead of a paper application if you are able. The online 
application has the same requirements and will ask you for the same information as the paper application. Visit our web 
site to begin or to learn more about the online application process. Contact Betsy Wood at (334) 897-5016 if you have 
any questions about the online application. 
___X__No, an online application is not available at this time. 
6. MY CHILD'S APPLICATION WAS APPROVED LAST YEAR. DO | NEED TO FILL OUTANEW ONE? Yes. Your child's application 
is only good for that school year and for the first few days of this school year, through September 17, 2021. You must send in a 
new application unless the school told you that your child is eligible for the new school year. If you do not send in a new application 
that is approved by the school or you have not been notified that your child is eligible for free meals, your child will be charged the 
full price for meals. ; 
7. | GET WIC, CAN MY CHILDREN GET FREE MEALS? Children in households participating in WIC may be eligible for free or 
reduced price meals. Please send in an application. 
8. WILL THE INFORMATION | GIVE BE CHECKED? Yes. In accordance with program regulations school officials will be verifying 
the income of some households at some time during the school year. Selected households will be requested to provide income 
documentation in order to continue receiving free and reduced-price meals. 
9. IF | DON'T QUALIFY NOW, MAY | APPLY LATER? Yes, you may apply at any time during the school year. For example, children 


_ | with a parent or guardian who becomes unemployed may become eligible for free and reduced price meals if the household income 


drops below the income limit. 

10. WHAT IF | DISAGREE WITH THE SCHOOL'S DECISION ABOUT MY APPLICATION? You should talk to school officials. You 
also may ask for a hearing by calling or writing to: Kelly Cobb, 400 Reddoch Hill Road, Elba, Alabama 36323, (334) 897-5016, 
cobbk@coffeecounty.k12.al.us. 

11. MAY | APPLY IF SOMEONE IN MY HOUSEHOLD IS NOTAU.S. CITIZEN? Yes. You, your children, or other household members 
do not have to be U.S. citizens to apply for free or reduced price meals. 5 

12. WHAT IF MY INCOME IS NOT ALWAYS THE SAME? List the amount that you normally receive. For example, if you normally 
make $1000 each month, but you missed some work last month and only made $900, put down that you made $1000 per month. If 
you normally get overtime, include it, but do not include it if you only work overtime sometimes. If you have lost a job or had your 
hours or wages reduced, use your current income. 

13. WHAT IF SOME HOUSEHOLD MEMBERS HAVE NO INCOME TO REPORT? Household members may not receive some types 
of income we ask you to report on the application or may not receive income at all. Whenever this happens, please write a 0 in the 
field. However, if any income fields are left empty or blank, those will also be counted as zeroes. Please be careful when leaving 
income fields blank, as we will assume you meant to do so. 

14. DO | HAVE TO PROVIDE MY SOCIAL SECURITY NUMBER? Only the last 4 digits of the social security number of the 
household’s primary wage earner or another adult household member (or an indication of “none”) is required. 

15. MAY | DECLINE BENEFITS? Yes. Households notified of their children’s eligibility must contact Coffee County Schools or school 
if they choose to decline the free meal benefits. 

16. WHAT IF ALL CHILDREN ELIGIBLE FOR BENEFITS ARE NOT ON THE NOTICE OF ELIGIBILITY LETTER? If children or 
households receive benefits under Assistance Programs or Other Source Categorically Eligible Programs and are not listed on the 
notice of eligibility and are not notified by the school of their free meal benefits, the parent or guardian should contact the school or 
should submit an income application. 

17. WE ARE IN THE MILITARY. DO WE REPORT OUR INCOME DIFFERENTLY? Your basic pay and cash bonuses must be 
reported as income. If you get any cash value allowances for off-base housing, food, or clothing, it must also be included as income. 
However, if your housing is part of the Military Housing Privatization Initiative, do not include your housing allowance as income. Any 
additional combat pay resulting from deployment is also excluded from income. 

18. WHAT IF THERE ISN'T ENOUGH SPACE ON THE APPLICATION FOR MY FAMILY? List any additional household members on 
a separate piece of paper and attach it to your application. Contact your child(ren)'s school to receive a second application.
